MOSCOW, Wednesday.—‘‘ German 
pressure on the Kalinin front, north- 
west of Moscow,’’ says Reuter, “is 
being maintained. Soviet forces yester- 
day recaptured three inhabited points 
in one sector, but were forced to retire 
twice In succession on another. German 
reinforcements have entered the battle, 
and at one point the Germans have 
driven a wedge into the Soviet posi- 
tions.

‘On the Voronezh front the Germans 
lost 200 tanks in two days’ fighting 
for the Don River,” an Jzvestia cor- 
respondent reported to-night. ‘‘Fighting 
on this front and south-west of Stary 
Oskol continues with increased fierce- 
ness, with the Germans throwing in 
all possible reserves. Having reached 
an: important front line,” the corre- 
spondent added, ‘‘ the Germans twice 
attempted to cross to the eastern bank 
of the river, -but were forced to with- 
draw,” 

Another J:veafia correspondent re- 
ported that the Germans had succeeded 
ir. crossing the Don River, but only in 
one very narrow sector. Fighting con- 
t:nues west of Voronezh. The Germans 
are Jaunching attacks on the left flank 
in an attempt to widen their wedge. 

‘‘ The threat to Voronezh remains un- 
diminished. The enemy is making 
terrific efforts to smash through to the 
town. Soviet forces are giving up 
ground only after the greatest amount 
of damage has been inflicted on the 
enemy and when superior forces make 
a retreat imperative.

I'his was stated by Mr. Sean Mac- 
Entee, Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health, when he replied, in 
the Dail yesterday, to the debate on 
the Local Elections (Amendment) Bill, 
1942. No guarantee could be given 
that other local bodies would not be 
abolished before the elections, he said. 

The elections will be held in respect 
of every local authority not abolished 
within the last twelve months. No 
decision vet has been taken in regard 
to the position where bodies nave been 
dissolved. 

Replying to deputies who bad ques- 
tioned the propriety of holding the 
elections on a holy day. the Minister 
said that all Catholic deputies were 
concerned not to act contrary to the 
reverence due to the day, but they did 
not make a parade of it, as some 
deputies had done. He deprecated the 
inculcation among thes people of the 
idea that the poll would be a small one. 
The people should not be left under 
the impressicn that they were doing 


anything unworthy or contrary to 
public morality. i i 
Explaining the situation after the 


elections, having regard to the proposal 
to bring the new Local Government 
Act, 1941, and the county management, 
system, into operation on October 1, 
Mr. MacEntee said that it 6 Ie 
necessary to reconstitute the Boards 
of Health tor the intervening six weeks, 
and the Councils would continue to 
function in the usual way, but if it 
was found possible to bring the syste:n 
into operation before October 1 they 
would endeavour to do so. 

The Minister added that in the event 
of emergency, such as occupation by 
hostile forces, the Regional ‘ommis- 
sioners would act as _ co-ordinating 
authorities, and in the event of a break- 
down in transport and supplies the 
local authorities and the improvisation 
of machinery to organise supplies, no 
persons are more likely to have the

spondent. The local electoral areas 
are being defined, and when this has 
been completed it will be possible to 
| give an estimate of the number of 
persons in each who will be eligible to 
vote ior candidates. Roughly, it is 
calculated that the number will be 
about 1,200 for each candidate to be 
elected. ‘The total number of electors 
in the entire area of the country has 
not altered appreciably since the last 
lists were prepared—that is, about a 
million ahd three-quarters. Elections 
will not take place in the case of 
bodies which have been abolished in 
the last twelve months. Orders setting 
forth all particulars in connection with 
the elections will be issued in the 
coming week or so. 


TWO SHIPS SUNK 
HEAVY CASUALTIES FEARED 


DURBAN, Thursday. — Numerous 
casualties are feared as the result of 
the sinking of two ships off the East 
Coast of Africa, news of which has 
just been received here. Many of the 
sonas nae of the ships were washed 
overboard from boats and floats in 
heavy seas, One survivor said that 
his ship pi¢ked up an SO S and found 
boatloads of survivors from another 
vessel. While picking them up in the 
darkness explosions occurred, ap- 
parently caused by torpedo, and the 
ship listed |heavily and began to sink. 
The crew took to boats and floats, and 
some of them were rescued the next 
morning by a passing ship. Other 
boatloads of survivors are believed to 
have reacheil the shore.—(Reuter. )

4 feature of the past year in 
Waterford and Lismore has 
been the amount of illness among 
the clergy. The maintenance of 
Church Services during clerical ill- 
ness has been extremely difficult, and 
has been aggravated by transport 
roblems; but the task has been 
ightened by the willingness of 
neighbouring clergy to undertake 
Services in addition to their own, 
which involves no small sacrifice, 
considering that every rector save 
one has already two churches to 
serve, while some have three.

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Defence of Egypt 


When the news was received in 
London that Tobruk had fallen after 
& siege of less than twenty-four 
Hours, the British people received a 
shock comparable only to that which 
followed the ‘fall of Singapore. 
Tobruk’s gallant stand last year had 
captured the popular imagination. | 
This little coastal village had come, 
in a smal] way, to symbolise British 
resistance, just as Verdun, on an 
infinitely larger scale, had come to 
symbolise French resistance more 
than twenty-five years ago. The 
capture by Marshal Romme! of 
Tobruk was a grievous blow to 
British pride; but the withdrawal of 
General Auchinleck’s forces from 
the stronghold at Mersa Matruh a 
few days afterwards was even more 
painful. It looked then as if nothing 
could prevent the victorious “ Axis 
troops from the over-running of 
Egypt. Alexandria and Cairo seemed 
to be within the grasp of Marshal 
Rommel, and, in his forthright 
speech to the House of Commons 
just a week ago, Mr. Winston 
Churchill warned his hearers that 
they must be prepared at any 
moment to hear news “ of grave im- 
portance.’’ A week has passed, and 
the situation is virtually unchanged. 
Once again the British Army, which, 
when all the odds were in its favour, 
threw away its chances, seems 


| to have realised a forlorn hope. 


Having failed to defend Mersa 
Matruh, which was regarded as 
the only obstacle between Marshal 
Rommel and the Nile delta, the 
British have made a remarkable 
stand at El Alamein, which is only 
about seventy miles from Alexandria. 
The position which they are defend- 
ing constitutes a kind of “' bottle- 
neck ’’ between a steep escarpment 
and the coast, and, although the 
British lost most of their available 
tanks in the ‘‘ Knightsbridge ”’ 
disaster, which preceded the fall of 
Tobruk, they have managed, by 


aircraft, to bring Marsha] Rommel’s 
advancing forces to a halt. General 
Auchinleck, who has taken over 
personal command of the British 
and Allied troops, is fighting a 
delaying action, in order to gain 
time. He is being reinforced by 
detachments from the Ninth Army 
in Palestine and Syria, and already 
there is evidence of a stiffening 
resistance. 

According to a Berlin report, 
Marshal Rommel’s troops are 
exhausted after their herculean 
efforts of the last ten days, during 
which they have advanced some 
three hundred and forty miles across 
the desert in appalling conditions, 


whereas the British Army has 
been strengthened by the arrival 
from the East of fresh and 


well-equipped reinforcements. The 
stores which were captured at 
Tobruk and Mersa Matruh . were 
“opportune,” but “not nearly 
sufficient ’’ to compensate Marshal 
| Rommel for the dangerous length of 
his lines of communication; and it 
is manifest that he is having diffi- 
culty with his supplies. For the 
moment, Genera! Auchinleck has 
contrived to seize the initiative in 
spite of his deficiency in respect of 
tanks ‘The Germans and Italians are 
reported to be digging themselves in 
to the west of El Alamein, and, 
although there can be no question 
yet of an “ Axis” retreat, the 
immediate threat to Egypt un- 
doubtedly has been lessened. British 
mobile units have gone over to the 
offensive. So far, of course, this 
change is purely local; but, while 
General Auchinleck is forcing 
Marsha! Rommel! to’ defend, rather. 
than to attack, British reinforce- 
ments are on the way. Nobody 
believes that Marshal Rommel will 
rest long upon his laurels. Having 
achieved so much in such a short 
space of time, he almost certainly 
will make a bold bid to round off his 
victories by the capture of 
Alexandria, which would have a pro- 
found effect on Britain’s naval 
strategy in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean, and possibly, indeed, on the 
whole conduct of the war in the 
Middle East. On the other hand, it 
seems to be fairly certain that the 
British are making the most of their 
superiority in the air, and that 
Marshal Rommel’s progress east- 
wards will not be nearly so easy as 
it might have appeared to be a week 
ago. British armies invariably are at 
their best in circumstances of 
adversity. General Auchinleck and 
the men under his command realise 
the vastness of the stakes for which 
the “Axis” is fighting in North 
Africa ; and, although Tobruk seems 
to have fallen like a ripe apple into 
Marshal Romme|’s lap, he still is a 
long way from his ultimate goal. 


Peanuts 


German supremacy in the manu- 
facture of substitutes for unobtain- 
able imported goods is being 
challenged by the United States of 
America. It is reported that a 
recently-patented process makes it 
possible to manufacture peanut- 
cloth, which will be indistinguish- 
able from the finest wool. The pro- 
gress of the peanut to the status of a 
national asset has been slow, but 
steady. Recognised at first only as a 
holiday food, much like the Southend 
whelk or the Cobh crubeen, the pea- 
nut first became important when it 
was discovered that it was the most 
satisfactory crop to plant in rotation 
with cotton. The qualities in the soil 
exhausted by the cotton are replaced 
by peanuts, and by this rotation the 
difficulty of complete éxhaustion of 
cotton-land is overcome. Another 
problem, however, f llowed rapidly: 
what was to be dcne with the pea- 
nuts? The consumption of Coney 
Island, astronomical as it might be, 
could not hope to equal the pro- 
duction of every Southern cotton- 
planter, and to raise the péanuta as 
feeding for pigs or monkeys was 
an wneconomic business. The 
answer. Was the formation of 
the National Peanut Council, which 
spohsored the investigation -of new 
uses for the peanut; and under thé 
gis of the Council peanut-cloth is 
about to make its appearance. The 
nut, however, has already made its 
way into commerce in many forms.

So 
great a demand has been created for 
the peanut that the huge crops of 
the United States have been in- 
sufficient to satisfy it, and further 
supplies have been imported 
annually. There is little doubt 
that the peanut will, under such 
progressive management, show itself 
to be not less valuable than the Soya 
bean, which is put to multifarious 
uses in Japan, and will continue to 
supply the U.S.A. with substitutes 
for many commodities. For all its 
exaltation in the commercial world, 


however, the peanut has never for- 


gotten its humble origin. Its first 
admirers still continuo to eat their 
peanuts from the bag on Coney 
Island, and the plate of salted 
peanuts is still content to lend its 
thirst-provoking aid on the public | 
bar.

“Prix Fixe ” 


The Meals in Establishments Order, 
recently framed to prevent British 
restaurant owners from charging 
more than five shillings for one meal, 
has not proved to be an unqualified 
success. The various loop-hoies ‘in 
the Order, as, for example, the pro- 
vision for a cover charge, or an 
“‘ entertainment ’’ charge, as we pre- 
dicted in these columns when the 
Order first was announced, have 
enabled many restaurant managers 
to keep their clientéles limited to a 
small section of the community 
whose bank books are adequately 
large. On numerous occasions all 
over London, men with moderate 
salaries have wandered into ex- 
pensive looking restaurants in the 
fond belief that since the law had 
set a maximum of five shillings for 
a meal, they could at their 
fill without over-stretching their 
pockets. They learnt, much to 
their annoyance and embarrass- 
ment, that they were making a 
grave mistake. When they had 
paid an initial cover charge, and an 
additional charge to cover the cost of 
any light “ entertainments ” which 
might accompany the meal, not to 
mention an extra charge to cover 
the waiter’s service “tip” and a 
suitable cloak-room fee, they found 


that thei: bills came ‘o some- 
thing a trifle over the five. 
shillings stipulated by law, and 


they left the restaurants, having 
spent, through no fault of their own, 
enough money for several dinners. 
This sort of thing has happened so 
often that a writer in the Man- 
chester Guardian suggests that it 
might be a good idea if restaurants 
were obliged to display their menus 
and prices outside the front door. At 
present it is obligatory to show such 
extras as the cover charge and the 
cloakroom fee on the menu, but in 
most cases the customer does not see 
the menu until after he has doffed 
his hat and coat and seated himself 
at a table, and it is most embarrass- 
ing for anybody to retire at such 
a stage in the proceedings. The first 
prosecution under the new Order was 
brought at Marylebone a few days 
ago when the proprietor of a London 
restaurant was fined £15, with £10 
10s. costs, for unreasonably charging 
ls. 6d. for a cloakroom fee, and 
1s. 6d. for a cup of coffee, where the 
cloakroom consisted of nothing more 
grand than a few pegs on the walls 
of the restaurant, and the price of a 
cup of coffee was exactly doubled on 
the day on which the Order came 
into operation.

IFTY years ago this week the 
Yercentenary of Trinity College, 
Dublin, was celebrated. On 

morning Of July 5th the mail boat 
arrived in Kingstown, bearing hundreds 
of aniogwe® visitors and represen- 
tatives of universities, who were wel- 
comed unofficially by a large band of 
undergraduates, who had travelled 
dewn from Dublin in caps and gowns 
to meet the boat at the pier, The 
official reception by the Provost in the 
Examination Hail took place at 
10 a.m., and was followed by a Com- 
memoration Service in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral. The weather was fine, and 
ths visiting dignitaries made their way 
in a procession to the Cathedral, wear- 
ing their academic robes or official 
costumes. At 3 p.m D.U. Cricket 
Club played its first match against an 
English university—that of Cambridge 
—and was narrowly defeated. , 


GARDEN PARTY

The National Trust 


Remarkable progress is revealed in 
the third war-time report, issued to- 
day, of the National Trust for places 
of historic interest or natural beauty. 
The primary purpose of the Trust is 
still the preservation for public recrea- 
tion, enjoyment and interest of wild, 
uncultivated me spaces, and the 
preservation of buildings of historic 
and architectural interest. In the Lake 
District the Trust owns or protects 
30,000 acres out of the total of 415,000, 
the lands owned by the Forestry Com- 


accounting for another 66,000 acres. In 
no other potential National Park area 
are the Trust’s holdings so extensive. 
In all, some 80, acres are owned, 
and 32,000 protected, by the Trust— 
twenty-five times as many as in }912. 
There is a steadily increasing number 
of historic country houses, prehistoric

its wise guardianship. 


Hutted Hospitals

necessarily true economy to design a 
hospital to last a hundred years in 
an age when medical knowledge and 
requirements are developing as never 
before,” declared Mr, Ernest Brown, 
the Minister for Health, when he in- 
spected the new hutted hospital at 
rentwood, Essex, to-day. he new 
unit, which is self-contained, has 
360 beds, is entirely staffed and run 
by the London Hospital as a ‘‘country 
branch.”

Over 51,000 beds 
have been provided throughout Britain 
by the Ministry of Health in the 
form of single-story hutments, Man 
of the “'colonies ” form sturdy, self- 
contained hospitals, complete with 
operating theatres and equipment down 
to the last detail.

things to come will be something 
between these simple single-story 
units and the elaborate multi-storeyed 
buildings sometimes favoured in the 
past. 


Milk Production 


The main key to Britain’s problem 


of more winter milk lies in autumn 


calving. Between December and 
February, a period of the year when 
milk is most needed, the spring calver 
gives an average yield of 109. gallons. 
The autumn calver over the same 
figure raises this figure to 387, an 
increase of 278 gallons. - There is 
every inducement for dairy farmers to 
make the change, for autumn calving 
and the present ploughing up policy 
go hand in hand. In face of the 
decreasing grazing acreage, a con- 
tinuance of spring calving can only 
lead to a lower national milk output. 
The switch-over, however, cannot be 
accomplished at once. The ideal herd 
would calve one-third in July-Septem- 
ber, one-third in October-December, 
and one-thir¢e in January-June. Much 
help will be obtained from the exten- 
sion of the milk recording system. 
There is nothing on the farm so sen- 
sitive to good and bad milk produc- 
tion as milk records. 


Coupons for ‘* Civvies’”’ 


A correspondent writes :—Ever. since 
the clothes rationing was introduced I 
have been rather envious of the few 
soldiers of my acquaintance, imagini 
them to be “on the pig’s back,” so 
far as clothes are concerned. Uniforms, 
I knew, were coupon-free, and other 
articles of clothes, I thought, unneces.- 
sary. Apparently I was wrong. 

My soldier friends tell me that they 
have been issued with no coupons 
whatever, and, in spite of my notions, 
they find ordinary clothes very neces- 
sary. The temporary change back tu 
“civvies.”’ during their week-end 
periods of ieave, they say, does them 
éli the good in the world; but unless 
the matter is investigated and a certain 
number of coupons issued to them, they 
will have to forego this change of 
clothes and wear their uniforms all the 
time.

The conditions over the Yellow and 
East China seas are altogether more 
favourable than those over the Sea of 
Japan. As regards actual- distances, 
the following (in sea miles) will give 
an idea:—Shanghai-Nagasaki, 470; 
-Kobe, 780; -Yokohama. 1,030. . These 
are all considerably too near to be wel- 
come, while Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores are very much closer still to the 
Chinese mainland. Further north, also, 
Japan is apparently seeking to stand 
off American intervention. '
